1. Forwarded herewith are two sets of the private investiwAtv^^s ' 

reports on Eerik HEXES, one set for SMABOys, the oth^r for^ f 

files. There are seven reports In each set. A set of tncse' reportB^ 
is also being furnished to OZSNVT by Headquarters. 

2. The following infojrmation on these reports may be passed in 

Its entix*ety to SMABOVE: When RAUS' attorneys accepted his case, 

they advised him and us that as a matter of routine, they would employ 
their own private investigators to collect Information on HBIES for 
possible use during the expected trial. This would have to be done 
despite the existence of any information in our possession, since such 
information could not be produced In a court of law«4MdMsMA#4Aa^ 
iiPu lafli ef e y Ad en c ee * They intended, therefore, to use a local lawyer- 
investigator of proven , reliability and discretion to interview a number 
of people who might have significant information on HEINE. These 
interviews were in fact initiated Just prior to HEINE'S arrival here 
for the deposition on 27 February 1965, and the first series of 
interviews continued during the several days required for taking of 
the deposition. As will be noted, leads continued to be developed 
during the course of the interviews, one person suggesting another. 
Further, the HEINE deposition itself provided a source of other names 
of individuals who were alleged to have knowledge of portions of 
HEINE'S biography, and a number of these leads were, followed up. The 
results of the investigations were transmitted to RAUS' attorneys in 

a series of seven written reports between March, and November 1965. 
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3. >79 will not conuaent in detail on the content of 
thar:e reports except to note that the InveatiKators apparently 
made an honest effort to apeak to all possible sources of 
information, including people who vere knovn to be friendly 

to HEIKE. It should also be noted that the "predication” 
which constitutes the first part of the Initial report con- 
tains an obviously erroneous and distorted sunaary of 
HBlKB's biography, apparently reflecting the meager Infor- 
zsatlon available to the Investigators before the taking of 
the HBINE deposition. 

4. We have classified these reports BICRBT since the 
sum total of them provides a considerable body of biographic 
information not only on HglKB, but on each of the individual 
Estonian emigres Interviewed, many of whoa have relatives 
still living In Soviet Estonia. The classification Is not 
intended to inhibit SllABOTK from conducting their ovn 
thorough investiea't^lon of HEINE, as discuss^ betwesn
